thews, that the Frezch alfo were anciently calld Civbri or Ci- ° 


meri , but the Britifh Tongue did not undergo that change by 
the coming in of the Saxons, as the Gaalifh did by the Invafion 
of the Franks, forthe Zritons, tho lying under a thoufand Cala-- 
mities, kept notwithftaading very clofe to their own Religion, 
(which was the Chrifiav) and the Rites of their Country, and 
never fuffer’d any Fellowship with the Saxons, who were at that. 
time Heathens, but for many Ages continu’d an inveterate ha- 
tred againft them, which is fearce to this Day wholly laid 


afleep. 


Now the Saxons getting poffeffion of the ancient Scats of the. 


Fritons, call’d that part of Britain whichthey inhabited Eng. 


land, and the Tongue which they brought along with them Fa-, 


lift, which we commonly call the Saxon or Anglo-Saxon, to 
~ Yy2 diftingaif 
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diftinguik it from the Exglifh us’d now among us. But that 
Tongue like the Saxon, was deriv’d from the old Teutonick, as. 
was likewile the Frank, which was brought into France by Pha- 
-amond , fo is the prefent German, the Dutch, the Danifh, the Swe. 
tifh, the Pruffis, and other Tongues which bear afhaity with 
one another , and fo it remain’d in a manner pure and unmixt 
cil che time of the Norman, excepting that it received iome 
iVeifh Words, as on the contrary the Weljfh fome of theirs, 
For tho the Danes in the intcrim came into Engla::d, yet the 
Tongue fuffered no confiderable alteration, theirs being either | 
the fame, or very near a kin. But when William, cail’d the 
Conqueror, brought over his Ngrmans along with him, and be- 
ing Mafter of England,was wholly taken up in introducing the 
French Tongue, which was us’d in Neriandy : For tho’ the Nor- 
sans OF Northmans,while they were formerly a People of Norway, 
{poke the fame Language which the Saxons did, (who were next 
Neighbours) that is, the fame which in time of the Sa-covs wa; 
{poken here. 

But after their coming into Neuffria (from them called Nor- 
mandy) inftead of their -Native Tongue they made ufe of the 
Gallican, (that is the Romans, or Franco-Gallick)* which the 
Conqueror brought into England with him, and therefore he 
took care that all Diploma’s and publick Edicts, as likewife 
our Laws fhould be written inthe Norman Language. Yet not- 
withftanding he could not compafs his ends, by reafon the fmall 
number of Normans were nothing in comparifon of the Evglifh, 


among whom they were fcatter’d, and therciore they forgot or 


loft their own Language inftead of tatrcducing it here. For 
tho for this caufe the old Exgli/h kept un its head, yet this dif- 
advantage certainly follow’d, that many Frevch Words, for the 
moft part of Latin extraction, crept into the Exgli’> Tongue, 
and many Exgli/ Words by degrees grew out of ufe. Nor do 
I think it lightly happend, that the Names of living Creatures 
are Originally Geriaa, and yet when they are dreft and ferv'd 
up to Table, we call them by French Names, as for inftance, 
an Ox, a Cow, 4 Calf, a Sheer, a log, a Pogr, a Deer, and 
the like, are Germans, but Beef, Veal, Adutton, Pork, and Venifon, 
are French; the Reafon of which I fuppofe to proceed from 
hence, that the Normans did not fo much concern themfelves 
with Paftures, Sheep-cotes, Parks and other Places where the

Nor does 
it want any thing which it cannot furnihh out of its own proper 
Store-houfe, to expres our finarteft Senfe fignificantly aud em 
phatically, as is plain from the Poems of our Country-maz 
Spencer, whofe Phrafe is Terfe and Elegant, full of variety, yet 
pure and unadulterated with a Foreign Drefs. But a mixture 
could not be- avoided, by Reafon of our various Commerce 

ith Foreigners, and chiefly the frequent Marriages in Royal 
Families, partly out of an immoderate Affectation of innovat- 
ing, (at ieafl inthis laft Age) which has ftung many withthe 
inordinate itch of introducing Foreign Words, without any 
manner of Neceflity, who think nothing can be’ fpoken neat 
and 4 propos, which has not an unufual tang of Fresch, or car- 
ries not witlt it fome Novel uncommon found. : 

And thus partly by thefe mixtures, partly by a long tract of 
Time, which has made confiderable alterations in other Tongues 
as wellas ours, the old Savon Tongue has been excluded by the 


Modern Ezglifh; but it found fome Reception in the chief parts: 


of Scotland, which 1 fuppofe happen’d at the time when the Nor- 
mans invaded England, for the Exglifh Royal Family, and feve- 
ral of che Nobility, with fome of the common fort,: being dri-

, November, N. S. Monfieur Du Verney pronounced a Dil- 
courfe he had made, Oz the Generation of Snails, which deierves 
tobe the more taken notice of in thoie Animals becaufe they 
are Hermaplirodites. A Philofopher being obliged to enquire into 
whatever is moft fecret in Nature, it muft be obferved that 
Monfteur Du Vericy was very much embarrafs‘d on this occafion, 
fince one fhould always make ufe of thoie Terms that are proper 
to the Things of which one would give an Image and in that 
he treats of, he was obliged to ’em with Care, and yet make 
the Audience comprehend the Subject he difcours’d upon. Tho 
he has done it with a great deal of Modefly, the Learned, who 
are ‘accuftomed to fee Natural Things, without being afteéted 
with any thing but Curiofity and Admiration; and fuch alfo as 
are not accuftomed to enter into the detail of the like Enquiries, ° 
thould look upon all that is faid with the Eyes of Philofophers, .
